‘Seoriow 1.  That F, R. Delano, Wm, H. Mower, J. D. Mo
Comb, Jobn 8. Boder, L. E. Thompson, W, McKusick and T.
E. Parker, and their associates and assigns be snd are here-
by constituted a body politic and corparate for the purposes
hereinafter mentioned, by the name of the Stillwater Bridge
Company, for the term of thirtyyears, and by that name they
and their successors shall be and they arc hercby made co-
pable in law to contract and be contracted with, sue snd be
sued, plead and bo impleaded, prosecute and defend, anawer

80 constructed as to not interfere in any manner with the
free navigation of said St. Uroix Lake or River. -

Sec. 12, That no other bridge except a railroad bridge
shall be established across said St. Croix River or Lake,No %ﬂ{cr
within one mile of that erected by the Stillwater Bridge ridge
Company during the existence of this charter, That said
bridge company may at any time by a vote of the majority ]
of the stockholders, sell the bridge 1o any company, county Seli ridge
or person who will maintain the same ag a free bridge nnder
. the penalties and restrictions of this act.

Sec. 13.  All powers and privileges granted by this act Forfolture
shall be forfeited unless the said bridge is commenced with-
in two years and completed within five yeara from the pass-
age of this act,

Sec. 14, No debt or liability of said company shall be Ipaivideal res
contracted except us nuthorized at a meeting of stockholders ponaibility
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ownng a majority in value of the stock of said company;
and each stockholder shall be individually liable for all legal
demands against said company to the amount of stock held
by such stockholder, and nothing herein contained shall ba
so construed as to authorize said company to obsiruct the
pavigation of the St. Croix river or the free passage of all
water crafts, raftrs, or timber.
